Keep Hogs Off Fields Where Next 


Year's Pigs. Will Be Raised 


ROUND WORM CONTROL 


Only Practical Method is Prevention, 


Purdue Man Points Out—Worm 


Eggs Destroyed In One Year 


The most practical method of 


controlling the common round worm, 
which makes pigs unthrifty, is pre- 
vention, according to J. W. Schwab 
of Purdue university, who has been 
n charge of a pig sanitation cam- 
paign in Rush county for the past 
few years.' 


Mr. Schwab advises that plans I 


liould be made now by hog raisers 
to keep all hogs off lots and fields 
this year where the 1928 spring pig 
crop is to be farrowed and pastured. 


An extensive study 
in practical 


pig management including the pre- 
vention of worms is now being made 
by the animal husbandry division of 
Purdue University in cooperation 
with 95 farmers and twelve county 
agricultural agents. In Rush county 
nine farmers are cooperating with 
County AgriculturarAgent Van Ma- 
tre in this important work. When a 
series of years arc taken into con- 
sideration it has been found that ex- 
cellent health of pigs is maintained 
where farmers have moved 
the 


cows and pigs a week or 10 days af- 
ter farrowing from their 
sanitary 


farrowing quarters to a clove or al- 
falfa field on which no hogs have 
been kept for at least one year. One 
year, he believes, is sufficient time to 
destroy the worm eggs on cultivated 
fields.

3(^000 Ainericaiu .dead who ,sfce,p 
in American cemeteries in France. 
AVhile at the graves of these soldier 
dead, the posts now plan to refill the 
boxes with earth from the American 
cemeteries in France and bring it 
back to this country. On Armistice 
Day, with a 
suitable ceremonial, 


these posts plan to spread this me- 
mento of France upon the graves of 
American veterans buried in 
this 


country. 


This act, which will be the out- 


standing one of the Legion's sacred 
pilgrimage abroad, will 
commingle 


the soil of men buried here and in 
France, and revivify the ideals for 
which all of them gave their lives.
